Violent Fighting Continues In Belgium 


From 
North Sea to Y p res— A llie s’ 


Losses Fiaced at 215,000. 


London, Der. 2 1 - The offensive op­ 
erations of the allies In the west aru 
being carried out under conditions of 
siege warfare and are being stubborn­ 
ly opposed by the Germans, who in 
their entrenchments and surrounded 
by wire entanglements, make an ad­ 
vance of even a few yards a costly 
matter for Hie attacking forces. 
In Flanders a little 
ground 
has 
been gained ut considerable cost de­ 
spite the fact that along the coast 
the allies have the assistance ot war­ 
ships which continuously bombard tim 
German positions. 
The advance has been more marked 
from the Belgian border south to the 
river Oise, where the ground is not 
as wet as in Hie hooded regions of 
Flanders. 
Along the Alane and in the Cham­ 
pagne district the French artillery, 
which is now probably stronger than 
tiiat of the Germans, lias been busy 
keeping the Germans on the move, 
but in tile Argonne region it is the 
Germans who are on the * offensive, 
and they claim to have made a slight 
advance. 
The general opinion of military men 
is that some time must elapse before 
the allies 
can 
expect to make any 
marked progress. 
Resides being in 
fortified positions, which could only 
lie taken after having been thorough­ 
ly : 
lied out by tile artillery, the 
Germans still have 
more 
machine 
guns than the allies, and, as has been 
proved in previous battles, these, so 
long as they can be successfully op­ 
erated, 
make 
infantry attacks too 
costly to be attempted. 
A dispatch from Skiis says: 
“A dispatch says that violent fight 
ing continues on the Yser. The guns 
of tile fleet are playing havoc in the 
German ranks. Trains filled witli the 
wounded are entering Bruges; most 
of these trains proceed eastward. The 
allies have not occupied Roulers, but 
the fighting is raging between there 
and Ypres and Dixmudc." 
With desperate energy the German 
attack 
has 
been 
directed 
against 
Ypres and in tile end the enemy have 
retired to their trenches utterly ex­ 
hausted. 
The nature of the fighting 
may he judged by reports which speak 
of 2 4 ,0 0 0 casualties within three days 
over an area extending a few kilo­ 
meters north and south of that town. 
A 
Paris 
dispatch to the London 
Daily Mall says that, despite the fact 
that a tribute of £258,000 ($1,290,000) 
was laid on the city of Lille, more 
than halt* of which lias been paid, the 
Germans refuse to come to the aid of 
the starving populace. 
The city, it 
says, is almost entirely without coal 
aud not a sack of flour remains. 
General von Heindrieh 
told 
the 
mayor that tile condition of the popu­ 
lation was due to England refusing 
to allow the passage of provisions for 
the occupied provimes of Europe. 
A Hague dispatch to tile same pa­ 
per says that tile total number of Ger­ 
man officers killed in action, accord­ 
ing to information received in Hol­ 
land 
from 
authoritative 
German 
sources, aggregates 75<H». The loss of 
soldiers killed, excluding wounded and 
prisoners and those dying from sick­ 
ness, is officially said to be in the 
neighborhood of 150,000.

Berlin Neuesten Nachrichtep 
prints a Brussels dispatch estimating 
tile losses of tile allies in the Yser 
eampuign at 215,000 up to Dec. I. This 
total is made up of 00,000 Belgians, 
SO,non English and 75,000 French.

Fierce Battle Near Cracow. 


London, Dec. 21.—German celebra­ 
tion of a great victory in Poland may 
quickly be turned to mourning over a 
severe blow, for the official report of 
tile Russian army headquarters shows 
that a heavy Russian force is operat­ 
ing iii the rear of the German armies, 
which have entered Lowicz, the oc 
en patten of which appears to be tho 
victory for which a holiday was de 
d ared in Berlin. 
Russian forces at Dobrzyn, on the 
right bank of tile Vistula river, near 
Hie border of Russian 
Poland, and 
well to tile rear of the main body of 
the Germans, have defeated another 
attem pt to turn the 
Russian 
right 
flank, and are threatening 
to 
turn 
southward in tile rear of the Ger­ 
mans. Dobrzyn is about forty miles 
in a northwesterly direction from the 
city of Flock. 
Near Dobrzyn the Germans made a 
determined effort to cross 
to 
the 
right bank of the Vistula river. They 
obtained possession of a small island 
iii 
the 
middle of the river, about 
twenty miles northeast of Thorn. Hav­ 
ing obtained this advantage they at­ 
tempted to thrown a large force of 
men across by pontoon bridges. 
The bridges were 
thrown across, 
but by the time they were completed 
the Russians had brought up artillery 
reinforcements, and through the fire 
of tile big guns the bridges were de­ 
stroyed. The Island fell into tile po* 
session of the Russians. 
• The Russian official account of tho 
repulse of this dangerous 
forward 
movement by the enemy is brief. It 
says : 
“On the right hank of the Vistula 
(North Poland) 
there has been no 
change. 
An attempt of the enemy to 
proceed from the right bank of the 
Vistula, near Dobrzyn, was repulsed 
by artillery fire. The enemy has t een 
compelled to evacuate hurriedly an 
island in the Vistula which he occu­ 
pied. We seized at this point several 
pontoon bridges.” 
The German accounts of the battle 
further south place* the battle front 
of 
the 
Russians about twenty-five 
miles from Warsaw. 
Field Marshal 
von Hlndenbtirg'a army took Lowicz 
on Friday, they report, after admluis 
tering a severe defeat in a battle 
tatting several days to the Russian 
right wing and forcing it back about 
twenty-one miles ainee it retired from 
Lodz. 
The 
German reports declare 
that tile pursuit of the Russians is 
continuing, although the Russians are 
tailing back on previously fortified 
positions. 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg esti­ 
mates that since Nov. 13 loo,coo Rus­ 
sians have been taken prisoners, and 
that the dead and wounded are in ex- 
cess of those involved in the disaster 
at Tannenburg, when the 
Russians 
made their great dash into East Prus­ 
sia to relieve the pressure on the 
allies on tile western battle front. 
The Russian official statement indi­ 
cates that now that tile Russian ar 
mies have succeeded in choosing their 
own battle ground again that they are 
taking the offensive once more. 
On 
tile Bzura r’ver, where their prepared 
positions are guarded by tile swamp*. 
which 
are 
almost impassable, the 
Raglans have given batt!*# and the 
fighting is growing in Intensity. 
The fighting in Galicia, the result 
of which is most important to the 
general Russian program, is of the 
fiercest nature. Despite the conflicting 
report* from Petrograd and the capi­ 
tals of tile Teutonic allies, it appears 
that Russians have yielded little if 
any 
before 
the 
onslaughts of the 
greatly 
strengthened forces of tile 
enemy. 
Iii eastern Galic ia there has 
been a sortie in force from the for 
tress of iPrsemysl. The garrison at 
tacked tile Russian troops to the south­ 
west in an attempt to open the rail­ 
way in the direction of Blercza, which 
would aid tile Austrian troops flitch 
have 
been trying to force forward 
from the Carpathians to the relief of 
tile beleaguered garrison. 
In western Galicia tile Russians arc 
meeting with a greatly stiffened oppo 
aition in the operations for the cap 
ture 
of 
Cracow, the occupation of 
which opens up Silesia for invasion 
and would force the Germans to with 
draw from before Warsaw. 
The Russian forces are being plac 
cd along position* on the left bank of 
the river Dounaietzl. There they ap 
pear to have stemmed the movements 
of the AustroGerman fortes. In one 
night attack they took 1000 prisoners- 
I rom one German division. 
In East Prussia tile Russian forces 
also are active. The German official j 
statement tells of a Russian cavalry | 
raid on PlUkalleo. which 
is 
thirty 
tulles northwest of lnsterburg and fif­ 
teen miles inside the frontier.
